Dunaway, Harry Gosse and others, 
and one from the Smith,O'Sullivan and 
Sunderland company. 


The companies both offeied a cer-

tain proportion of their earnings for 
th-e franchise. 
The council devoted 


the major portion of the evening to 
dlcusslng the streets that should be al- 
lowed tor the use of the company re- 
ceiving the franchise. 


Another matter of considerable in- 


terest was the 
proposition 
of 
the 


Washoe Power and Development com- 
pany to sell its property rights to the 
City of Reno for $30,000. 
The propo- 


sition made by the company concludes 
in the following language: 


The 
company 
believes 
that^, the 


great majority of the people of Reno 
are In favor of public ownership of 
public utilities, and that if light, pow- 
er and street railroad franchises are 
good for private ownership they are 
good for public ownership. 


The city has the nower 
under its 


charter 
to 
purchase 
light, 
power, 


water and other similar plants, and 
has the power, upon a vote of tho peo- 
ple, to issue bonds for their purchase. 


We make this proposition to the 


city 
"We will pay all the expenses of 


any thoroughly reliable and competent 
engineer to make a thorough examina- 
tion and report of this property as 


tvell as the cost of establishing and 
maintaining the plant, providing that 
if his report is favorable and shows 
that it would be advantageous to the 
cit> to purchase this property, that the 
city council call a special election for 
the purpose of submiting "the matter- 
to & vote of the people.

HE assessment roll of Washcw county Is being print- 


eel and will soon be pubHshed In book form. 
Its 


footing up :ho'vs an Increase of about $1,500,000 over that 
f>t last year. 
"I his will prove most gratifying to the peo- 


ple of th*- ro'inly as it Is the most piactlcal and convinc- 
ing proof of the progress and prosperity of Washoe county 
and especially of the City of Reno which furnished the 
greater portion of the increase. The progress of Reno has 
been in many respects phenominal — phenominal in the fact 
that Its growth has been steady and not the result of any 
•mining or other excitement to which many of the towns 
!n Nevada have owed their temporary influx of population 
nnd money for investment purpose?. Reno has never had 
a "boom" and but very liittle advertising except through 
its local newspapers. Its growth is attributable solely to 
the legitimate and solid advantages it offered as a desira- 
ble place for business investments and family residence. 
O£ course a considerable proportion of the increased total 
<of the assessment roll is due to the advanced value of 
veal estate v/hilch was: assessed last year, but the greatest 
proportion comes from properly which has been created 
since that time — in buildings that have been and are being- 
constructed and improvements made upon properties here- 
tofore assessed. What is still more gratifying is the fact 
that the advancement during the last year is likely to 
continue In the same or greater rates for years to come.

conditions that existed a year ago. A large number of 
costly buildings are in course of construction and many 
ttiore are in contemplation upon which work wiill be com- 
menced as soon as the necessary material and labor can 
be procured.

justice could be done, as far as possible, to the various 
sections thereof. The second wise proceeding was the ap- 
pointment of Hon. H. F. Bartlne to fill the created posi- 
tion. Mr. Bar tine has made the new Revenue^law a study 
and it Is safe to assert that no man in Nevada is more fa- 
miliar with its provisions, its possibilities and impossibili- 
ties than that gentleman. The law, in this State at least, 
5s a tentative proposition and its effective and beneficial 
•execution requires such information on the part of the 
Board as Mr. Bnrtlne will be able to furnish after his vis- 
5t to and Investigation of the conditions and financial af- 
JfaJrs of the different counties in the State. There is an- 
other reason why we are pleased with the choice of Mr. 
Kartine for the position named. He has served two terms 
sis representative in congress from Nevada. He was the 
recognized leader of the sliver cause in the House during 
his two terms, and although antagonized by a majority of 
the party to which he then belonged he made the most 
xrjgorous and manliest fight against odds, that was ever 
made in that branch of the national legislature. He was 
absent from his resident State, for a few years doing- 
missionary work in places where it was more needed than 
fcn the silver producing State of Nevada. He returned here 
a year ago and in time to render yoeman's service for the 
tviston party during the last campaign, to the success of 
which no one contributed more largely than he.

speeches had a telling effect and lie has contributed as 
mvich or more to bernetallic literature than any other 
svpeaker or writer in any of the silver producing States of 
the "Union.
